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awn from between the two lobes of tlu* apex, while in this species, 
the squamellae, ex(*(‘pt for differences in length, which roughly 
are of longer ones as contrasted to shorter oik's, are otherwise for 
the most part alike, usually none being awn-tipp(‘d or bearing 
an awn. ^loreover, in this species the s(iuamellae are much 
shorter than in the two others. This plant must be an endemic 
species, hence it is fitting to name it for the state in which it 
grows. 

As yet I have not collected this plant myself; but another 
collecdion has come to me, and has been given my number 46098. 
This came from Mr. Horace Holiman of San Angelo, Texas, and 
was collected on his ranch eight miles east from that city. Mr. 
Holiman suspected this plant as one poisonous to sheep (which 
it probably is not, or more likely it is not eaten by sheep) and 
states that it grows even more abundantly a few miles east from 
his place. Sooner or later I hop(‘ to collect this species myself. 

I wish to express deep appreciation to Dr. W. L. Tolstead for 
sending me this and many other plants of his excellent collection;

good friend, Dr. IL ('. Tharp, Professor of Botany at. the lini- 
v’ersity of Texas, recently told me of an observation made by 
himself and Dr. Fred A. Barkley, while they were studying a 
cotype specimen of Pclalostemuni oreophilum (a species described 

by me in Rhodoi{.\, Vol. 41, No. 492, December, 1939). Their 
discovery was that the flower of this sjoecies has ten stamens, 
whereas typical Pelalostemum has but five. I have examined 
cotype material kindly loaned me by Mr. H. B. Parks, Botanist 
in Charge of the S. M. Tracy Herbarium, A. & M. (^ollege of 
Texas, and find from this that mv friends are corre(*t. At the 
time of finding this plant it resembled in appearance some of the 
species of Pelalostemum and did not resemble any species of 
Dalea with which 1 was familiar. I took too much for granted. 
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and apparently did not observe the stamens closely and certainly 
did not count them. I regret not having been more careful. On 
the other hand, 1 am deeply grateful to Drs. Tharp and Barkley 
for giving me the opportunity to correct this unfortunate error 
by calling it to my attention, and permitting me to make here 
the pro|)er combination— 1).\lh.\ oreophila (Oory), new comb. 

In Rydberg’s treatment of the genus Parosela (for which the 
name Dalca is now conserved) in North American Flora, Vol. 24, 
Part 2, Jan. 22, 1920, this specie's belongs to the group of Alopecu- 
‘S. In this group it is more closely related to D. leporina 
(Ait.) Kearney t't P(*ebles than it is to D. alopccuraides Willd. 
Kxcept for the scarious margins, its bract is similar to that of D. 
leporinn. From that species our plant dilTers in its les.ser height 
(4 (bn. or h'ss vs. 5 dm. or more), in its fewer and shorter leaflets, 
in its shorter calyx (3 mm. vs. 4-5 mm.), in its corolla lacking any 
white in its coloration, and in its ))ann('r having a longer claw 
(3 mm. vs. 2 mm.). 

In th(* original description 1 also failed to cite the type c.ollec- 
tion, lu'iice do so now. It is my number 30392, and it is ( 
at the Clrav Ib'ibarium.—V. L. ('ouv. Southern 
Fniv('rsitv, Dallas, 4'(*xas.
